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PUBLISHING OF A SUMMARY OF THE 2017-2022 INTEGRATED DEVELOPMENT PLAN {IDP) 
AMENDMENT FOR THE 2020-2021 FINANCIAL YEAR. 

The following summary of the third review of the 2017-2022 IDP for Sweliendam Municipality in terms of section 
34 of the MSA, serves as a 2017-2022 IDP Amendment because of amendments {a number of minor 
adjustments with no budget implications) to the Spatial Development Framework (SDF). The alignment of the 
Overberg District Joint District Approach (JDA) and the 2019-2024; Western Cape Provincial Strategic Plan 
(PSP) and Vision Inspired Priorities (VIPs) with the strategic direction of Sweliendam Municipality. 

In terms of the stipulations of Section 21 of the Local Government: Municipal Systems Act, Act 32 of 2000 as 
amended, requires Municipalities to involve local communities and role players with their IDP planning 
processes and to promote participative democracy, Effective and traditional public participation processes 
have however been hampered by the current COVID-19 pandemic, Municipalities are therefore obliged to 
improvise and seek alternate methods of communicating with stakeholders and communities at large. 


Legislative and regulatory framework 

Municipal Systems Act no 32 of 2000 

Section 2S: Adoption of Integrated development plans 

(2) An integrated development plan adopted by a municipal council in terms of subsection (1) may be 
amended in terms of section 34 and rennains in force until an integrated development plan is adopted by 
the next elected council. 

Section 34: Annual review and amendment of Integrated Development Plan 
A municipal council- 

(a) must review Its integrated development plan- 

(i) annually in accordance with an assessment of its performance measurements in terms of section 41; and 

(ii) to the extent that changing circumstances so demand; and 

(b) may amend its integrated development plan in accordance with a prescribed process. 

Section 37: Regulations and guidelines 

(1) The Minister may for the purposes oF this Chapter make regulations or Issue guidelines irt terms of section 
120 to provide for or to regulate the following matters: 

(o) a process for the amendment of integrated development plans;

Integrated development planning (IDP) has a iifespan of 5 years that is linked directly to the term of office for 
Councillors.
